Othing misbecomes the Great 
more than Paffion ; and there- 
fore, with the Phlegm of a Phi- 
lofopher, and the good Breeding 
of a Man of Quality, I defire 
that you would be perfuaded, 
that you are a Scoundrel and a 
Rafcal, anda Fellow below my 
Notice, and all that; and therefore I write to you, 
humbly intreating you, to convince the People of 
England, of the infinite Impertinence of opening 
their foul Mouths fo wide, confidering how little 
we have left them, to fill them with. Do thefe 
Fellows think to rail their Guineas back again? 
Or that we fhall have more regard to their Wit 
than their Money ? ; 

But had this been all, I fhould not have minded 
it ; as Wit’s a Thing I don’t underftand, fo I de/pife 
it. But you have thought proper to be moft info- 
lently, I may fay redellioufly abufive (for what 
Reafon I can’t conceive) upon that Nurfe of He- 
roes, that Mother of Arts and Sciences, the Coun- 
try to which I belong : And all this, truly, becaufe 
there is no Law, as yet, fay you, that makes it 
Treason, to write or fpeak againft Hanover.

---and there is Difgrace, Profcription, Political Re- 
provation and Damnation attending it----and that is 
better than a Law: We have taken Care to make 
your Intereft againft it; and we know where ’tis 
with your Intereft, there needs no Law to hold 
you; as well as, that when ’tis againft your Inte- 
reft, no Law will hold you. Look back a little, 
you and your noify Rout of Foul-mouth Mecha- 
nics, fee who has, and who has not fub- 
mitted t See what Numbers of the Great, the 
Wife, the Wealthy——See the refpectable Ma- 
jority of both H--fes for thefe eight and twenty 
Years paft: See how, they have not only fubmitted 
to, but concur’d, and even ftruggled to diflinguifh 
them ‘elves, in the Caufe of their Masters !--With 
what Grace, what Dignity, what Advantage, —— 
to themfelves? And fee, on the other Side, what 
is the Condition and Appearance of thofe few rag- 
ped, threac-bare, meagre Apoftles of Hunger, who 
have perfifted in neither fubmitting nor concurring, 
tho’ they never went fuch Lengths t:// naw, as to 
fpeak and write openly againft the Intereft of 
Hanover ! ; ‘ 

And now I fhall, with the fame Temper and Po- 
litenef:, examine into the Reafons, you pleafe 
to give, for all this difabedient Clamour. Why 
you alledze, forfooth, that we break in upon your 
Privilege, drain you of your Money, and do you 
no Serviceemeee and what then ?—— Why ther 
thefe Things, you fay, are azainft the Aad of Set 
tment, and fo you think you are mighty Jafe now, 
and are got out of my Reach, becaufe J can’t 
read; but 1 know thofe that can, Mr. Boldface 
ay, and have read that very Toing to me. ——-And 
what does it fay? Why it fays, that we fhall nox 
be capable of being empl « or of ferving you in 
any Office, &%c.———’ fis below a Gentleman to be 
exaét as to Words, and my Secretary is not very 
Book-learned———But 1 remember I thought it very 
properly drawn, and with that Re/ped that became 
you to your Superiors: For tho’ we all know how 














craving you are to be emplay’d, how eager to ferve, 
in any Thing, where there ‘is either Salary, or 
Perquifite annex’d, yet it would have been a gicat 
Piece of Prefumption in you, to imagine that we 
would condetcend to ferve and be employ’d by you. 
Now I appeal to the whole World, nay, to your 
own impenctrable Impudence, if we ever did ferve 
you, ever attempted to ferve you, or did any one 
thing that tended to invalidate this Claufe, by ren- 
dering ourfelves capable of being employ'd by you—— 
or indeed by any body elfe,——_/We._ take your 
‘Money, tis true, but is that againft the Claufe? 
No, furely, for if that had ever been the leaft 
Objection, no doubt, you would have ftipulated 
an entire Separation of the Dominions, as a Con- 
dition of Acceptance; and then, indeed, ’tis highly 
probable we fhould never have been intimate Friends 
enough to have quarrell’d.

Privileges. For, it cannot be faid till now, (when 
we were invited, nay prefs’d to it, by Johny Carter, 
your great Friend and ew, Bos we have ever 
touch’d a Sixpence of your dirty Money openly ; no, 
we have employ’d your own Hands, and rely’d upon 
honeft Frreece’EmM Majority, (one you all 
know very well, and long for his Office) who is 
empower’d to collect all you have Ler as /oon as 
he can; and after he haz yuy’d himfelf and his 
Friends for their Trouble, he is to remit the refi 
to us. I know you are ufing all your Arts, to 
get this HONEST USEFUL SERVANT FROM Us; 
but that you fhall never do while you have a Penny 
for us, to bribe him with, and when you have 
note——take him and be d——n’d ! 

This, I hope, will be fufficient to convince the 
World of my Talents asa Statefman; and now

Idea of Run Run-——than 
you feem to have at prefent.———Sacrameiite ! 
*Twould never have vex’d me if we had run; tor 
there’s nothing in it, as I fhall demonftrate pre- 
fently, from your own Showing; but to be ac- 
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cus'd of it, when, poffibly, ’tis the only Action |

GERMANY. 

Vienna, Nov. 13. We have receiv'd Letters 
from Conftamtino le of the roth of lat Month, 
which make no Mention of the Battle {poken of 
in dume Gazettes, wherein the ‘Turks were faid 
to have been totally defeated by the Perfians : The 
Subltance of thefe Letters is, that Shah Nadir 
open'd the Campaign with the Siege of Kirkind, 
which he has taken; that he march’d afterward, 
tu Moufou! with an Army of 200,000 Comba- 
tants, and that his Son was gone with another 
large Budy of Troops to commence Hoftilities on 
the Side of Erzerum. ‘They add, that upon the 
Receipt of this bad News the Grand Signior had 
depos'd the Grand Vizir, and put Haflan Bafhaw, 
Ava of the Janiflaries, in’ his room ; after which 
his Hichnets order’d all his ‘Troops to march with 
the utmoft Diligence to the Frontiers, and en- 
join’d the new Grand Vizir to put himfelf at the 
Head of them. Notwithftanding thefe Hoftilities, 
Shah Nadir, ’tis faid, has made Propofals to the 
Porte fora Peace, but they are fuch as may be 
expected from a Conqueror. 

Fribourg in Brifoau, Nov. 17. The gth Inftant 
General Damnitz, who commands in this ‘Town, 
receiw'd Advice that a large Body of French ‘Troops 
was marching along the Rhine towards Hunningen : 
The next Day he heard that a fine Train of Ar- 
tilury, with a large Quantity of warlike Stores, 
was going the fame Way; and that the French 
were fending up to Hunninguen the Bridge which 
they had at Strasbourg, under an Efcorte of 6000 
Men. ‘Phe 15th he had Intelligence that the faid 
Bridge arriv’d at Hunninguen the 13th. Yefterday 
Morning Advice came that 4000 French pafs’d the 
thine the Night before. “Vhis Moment General 
Damnits is intorm’d that the Marquefs de Balin- 
court, Taeutenant-General, began to pals the 
Rhi e this Morning at Six o’Clock, with a Body 
ot 2 Men. “wo Couriers are gone to Vi- 
enva with the News. 

DENMAR Kk. 

Hambcurg, Nov. 22. Private Advices from 
Stickhelm inform us, that the Capitulation made 
with the Prince Royal contains the tollowing Ar- 
tice 

1. When the Prince afcends the Throne, after 
the Kane's Death, and is crown'd, he fhall go- 
vern according to the Laws of the Kingdom, and 
the Form of Government which the States fhall 
agree upon, 

2. That his Roval Highnefs fhall always profefs 
the Lutheran Religion, and marry a Princefs of 
the fame Religion, according to the Advice of the 
King in the Senate. ; 

3. That after he has afcended the Throne, he 
fhail not change the Regulation and Ordinances 
made by the States, unlefs it be with their Con- 
dent. : ; 

4. That he thall not admit any Foreigner to the 
Civil and Military Employments of the Kingdom. 

5. Phat he {hall never bring any Foreign Troops 
mto Sweden, 

6. Vhat he fhall never go out of the Kingdom 
without®the Confent of the States, &c. 

Phe latt Letters from Copenhagen fay, that the 
Appearances of an approaching Accommodation be- 
tween Sweden and Denmark grow ftronger every 
Day; that the Marriage of the King of Denmark’s 
Dauchter with the Prince Royal of Sweden, and 
this Prince’s Renunciation of his Right to the 
Dutchy of Holftein, are to be the Bafis of it; 
and that the Court of Ruflia begins to relifh this 
Propotal. 

HOLLAN BD. 

Haeur, Nov. 25. Private Letters from Franck- 
fort fav, that two Day. before the Emperor re- 
ae vid thie Ne wW 
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pafling the Rhine, M. de Chavigny, the French 
Minifter, made a very ftrong Declaration to the 
Emperor’s Minifters, concerning the Refolution 
taken by the Moft Chriftian King for maintain- 
ing his Imperial Majefty in his Rights and Dig- 
nity. 





PLANTATION NEW S. 
Bofton, Sept. 2g. We here from Surinam, that 
the two Portugueze who were guilty of the bar- 
barous Murder of Capt. George Ledain and Capt. 
Newark Jackfon, as lately mentioned, were con- 
dem’d to die in the following Manner, which was 
accordingly executed, viz. The Veilel in which 
the Fact was committed was order’d to be brought 
near the Town, and a Yard to be flung a-crofs 
her Matt, and as may Veffels as could conveniently 
come round about her to be brought with all their 
Crews; which being done, the Criminals were 
brought on board, and each of them being flung by 
the Arm-pits, were hoifted up to each Yard-arm ; 
where, after having hung up tome Time, the Ex- 
ecutioners, with red-hot Pinchers or Tongs, pull’d 
off Pieces of their Flefh ; then they were unhung, 
and an Iron Hook put into each of their Sides, 
by which they were hung up again for twenty- 
four Hours; at the Expiration of which Time 
their Heads were cut off, and their Bodies being 
buricd, the Heads were put up ata publick Place 
for a ‘Terror to others. It is faid one of them 
was alive when they came to cut off his Head, 





IRELAND. 

Dublin, Nov. 15. Laft Friday came on a Trial 
at Bar, in his Majefty’s Court of Exchequer, by a 
Jury of the County of Meath, between James 
Annefley, Efq; Plaintiff, and the Right Hon. 
Richard Earl of Anglefea, Defendant; which be- 
gan about Eight in the Morning, and continued 
till Eleven at Night, and was adjourn’d to Nine 
on Saturday Morning; at which Time the Court 
met, and the Trial was continu’d till Ten at Night, 
during which Time fourteen Evidences were ex- 
amin’d, and thirteen the Day before, all in behalf 
of Mr. Annefley ; but as it was impoiflible to ex- 
amine all his Witnefles that Time, the Court was 
adjourn’d to Monday; and Yefterday the Trial 
was again continu’d, and eleven more Witneffes 
examin’d ; but as they could not take all the Evi- 
dence, the Trial (which is ftill continu’d to be 
taken in Short-hand, and we are inform’d with 
great Exactnefs, by Mr. Cumming) was put off 
to this Morning, when the Court will meet again 
to proceed in this Affair.

A Common-Council holden in the Chamber of the 

Guildhall of the City of London, on Thurfday 
the 17th of November, 1743, 

Motion was made and Queftion put, That a 

Committee be appointed to prepare an Addrefs 
to his Majefty on his happy Return to thefe King- 
doms, on the Birth of another Prince, on the fafe 
Delivery of her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of 
Wales, and on the happy Marriage betwixt the 
Princefs Louifa and the Prince Royal of Denmark, 
the fame was refolved in the Affirmative; whereup- 
on this Court doth nominate and appoint ‘George 
Heathcote, Robert Willimott, Richard Hoare, and 
Edward Gibbon, Efqrs. Aldermen, Mr. Deputy 
Jofeph Ayliffe, Mr. Deputy Thomas Sandford, 
Mr. Henry Siffon, Robert Bifhop, Efqr; Mr. 
James Heywood, Mr. James Hodges, Mr. Tho- 
mas Harrifon, and Crilpe Gafcoyne, Efqr; Com- 
moners, to withdraw immediately, and, with the 
Affiftance of Mr. Recorder and Mr. Common Ser- 
jeant, to prepare an Addrefs for the Purpofe afore- 
faid ; and the faid Committee withdrew according- 
ly, and being return’d, prefented to this Court an 
Addrefs by them prepar’d purfuant to the faid Re- 
folution, which being read twice, was agreed to 
without any Amendment in the Words following,

His Pruffian Majefty’s Minifter at Hambureh, 
having received an Exprefs from his Mafter; went 
immediately to Altena, to compliment the Prince 
and Princefs Royal of Denmark, in his Majefty’s 
Name. 

Private Letters from Vienna fay, that Coumt 
Koninfeg-Erps_ will be fhortly recalled from Bruf- 
fels, and that the Duke of Aremberg will be ap- 
pointed Deputy-Governor of the Low-Countries 
in his Stead. 

The M. de Mailebois is appointed Commander 
in Chief of the Spanifh and French Troops, that 
are to invade Piedmont in the Spring. 

Laft Thurfdzy was brought by Hzbeas Corpus 
from York-Caitie, by a Warrant from the Lords 
of the Admiralty, and committed to the Marfhal- 
fea-Prifon, Southwark, John Fletcher, Francis 
Emlington, and Mark Flora, charg’d, on Qath, 
with the Murder of John Danvers upon the ligin 
Seas. 

The Marquis de la Chetardie ftaid about three 
Days at Copenhagen. He had the Honour to dine 
once at his Danifh Majefty’s Table, vifited the Mli- 
nifters and great Officers of State in Ceremony, 
and then continued his Journey to Stockholm, 
without making any Propofitions whatever to the 
Danifh Court. 

Private Letters from Paris fay, thata Fundof 
12 Millions is fettled for a fecret Naval Expedition, 
for which the Armament now making at Breft is 
in reality defign’d ; and the 30 Battalions whic 
have Inftructions to hold themfelves ready te 
march for Provence, in order (as is pretended) te 
their Embarkation for Italy, are alfo to be therein 
em ployed 

They write from Lifle, that four Regiment: 
more have been fent within thefe few Days from 
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that City to Dunkirk, where they fay, there are 
no Jefs than 17000 Men at prefent. 

On Wednefday 7-Night Mr. Druce, a Brewer 
of Pale Ale at the Greyhound in Hoxton, had the 
Misfortune to fall into the Copper of boiling Li- 
quor, and fcalded him{clf in futh a terrible manner, 
that a grcat Part of his Skin came off with his 
Cloaths ; but yet there are Hopes that he will re- 
cover. 

Letters from Prague of Nov. 15 intimate, that 
Things are at a Crifis between the Courts of Vien- 
na, Drefuen, and Berlin, and that we may fhortly 
expect to hear, either of a Rupture between the 
firft and the two laft, or a ftri& Alliance amongft 
the three. 

By a Letter from on Board the Effex Man of 
War in the Mediterranean, dated the 24th of Oc- 
tober, we have Advice, that four French Ships, la- 
den with Provifions for the Spanifh Army in Italy, 
have been lately. taken by one of our Men of War, 
and carried into Villa Franca. 

Laft Sunday Prince Scherbatow had a private 
Audience of their Royal Highnefles the Princefs 
Amelia and the Princets Caroline. 

Monday the Baron d’Ehrthall, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary from the Eleétor of Mentz, had his firft 
private Audience of his Majefty, to deliver his 
Letters of Credence. 

Two twenty-gun Ships are fail’d to cruize on 
the Coaft of France, to prevent the Infults of the 
Spaniards on the Britith Ships in thofe Parts. 

Letters from Bofton in New-England, dated 
September 27, advife, that a Sloop was juft arriv’d 

here in five Days from Maryland, and in her 
Paflage met with his Majefty’s Ship the Haftings, 
commanded by the Right Hon. the Les Banff, off 
the Capes of Virginia, who had juft before taken 
a Spanith Privateer of twenty Guns, and a hun- 
dred and fixteen Men, and was carrying her into 
Virginia, being the fecond Privateer of great Force 
his Lordihip has taken fince his being on the North- 
American Station. 

The fame Letters mention, that his Majefty’s 
Ship the Gofport, Capt. Stratton, was to fail from 
Pifcatua in about fix Weeks for England, with the 
Maft-Ships under her Convoy.
